AMENDMENT  TO  OIL,  GAS  AND  MINERAL  LEASE 


This  Amendment  to  Oil,  Gas  and  Mineral  Lease  is  made  by  and  between  Jimmy 
Morrow  and  Bobby  Murray  (collectively,  "Lessor"),  and  Cbesapeake  Exploration,  LLC,  an 
Oklahoma  limited  partnership  ("Lessee"). 

WHEREAS,  Arlington  Willowstone,  Ltd.,  a  Texas  limited  partnership,  and  EOG 
Resources,  Inc.  entered  into  an  Oil,  Gas  and  Mineral  Lease  dated  January  11,  2006 
("Lease1')  covering,  among  other  property,  39.691  acres  in  Tarrant  County,  Texas  described 
on  Exhibit  A  attached  to  the  Lease;  and 

WHEREAS,  Arlington  Willowstone,  Ltd.  conveyed  to  Lessor  all  oil,  gas  and  other 
minerals  in  and  under  the  property  described  in  Exhibit  A  of  the  Lease;  and 

WHEREAS,  Lessee  has  agreed  to  pay  Lessor  an  additional  bonus  of  $10,250  per  net 
mineral  acre  to  extend  the  primary  term  of  the  Lease;  and 

WHEREAS,  Lessor  and  Lessee  have  agreed  to  amend  the  Lease  in  certain  respects. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  for  good  and  valuable  consideration,  the  receipt  and 
sufficiency  of  which  is  hereby  acknowledged,  it  is  agreed  as  follows: 

I. 

Section  2  of  the  Lease  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

2.  Subject  to  the  other  provisions  herein  contained,  this  lease  shall  remain  in 
force  for  a  term  of  three  (3)  years  from  this  date  (called  "Primary  Term"),  and  as 
long  thereafter  as  oil,  gas  or  other  minerals  is  produced  from  said  physical  land  or 
land  with  which  said  land  or  any  part  thereof  is  pooled,  or  this  lease  is  maintained 
by  virtue  of  some  other  provision  hereof. 

2. 

Section  15  of  the  Lease  is  hereby  deleted. 

j. 

Section  32  of  the  Lease  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

32.  Any  lease  well,  proration  unit  or  pooled  unit  ("unit")  formed  including  any 
portion  of  the  land  shall  be  limited  to  those  depths  from  the  surface  down  to  100 
feet  below  the  stratigraphic  equivalent  of  the  base  of  the  "Barnett  Shale" 
formation.  Prior  to  the  end  of  the  Primary  Term,  all  of  the  leased  premises 
described  on  Exhibit  A  must  be  included  in  one  or  more  units,  each  one  of  which 
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is  capable  of  producing  oil  or  gas  in  paying  quantities,  for  purposes  of  computing 
the  royalty  payable  to  Lessor. 


4. 

This  Amendment  to  Oil,  Gas  and  Mineral  Lease  shall  be  binding  upon  and  inure 
to  the  benefit  of  the  parties  and  their  successors  and  assigns.
